DR AYRES ON THE SANITATION 
OF HONGEONG.”’ 


A fow daya ago we gave an extract from 
the historical report of Dr Ayres on the 
Sanitation of Hongkong. Wo.now give a 
further extract which shows how the Euro- 
pean owners of housea throughout tho Co- 
lony neglected their property and allowed it 
to get into a state of filth and decay favour. 
able to the propagation of disesse germs 
and favourable to the spread of the peatil- 
entisl disease which so ‘recently carried off 
two or three thousands of the native popula- 
tion of Hongkong. After desoribing tho dis- 
gusting filth and overcrowding of the cative 
quarter, Dr Ayres prooseda: — 


Such was the stata of things I reported to 
Government at the end of my inspection in 
May, 1874, when FE had been only.six montha 
iu the Colony, Earopeans kuew nothing 
about their own houses; they never looked 
into their sorvante!_ quortorspcerel 
into their kitchens, and the filth to be found 
was astounding. The European owners of 
Chinese house property had inthe majority 
of oases never seen it, or if they had on! 
seen it from cuteide, they trusted to thar 
Compradore ; they bought the property ad- 
vertized aa lot-ourmber —, having on it auch 
and such benses bringing in rent a0 and 20, 
for sale at upset price auch aud euch. The 
Chinese Compradore looked after the tenanta, 
collected the renta, charged a certain 
amount for repnirs the major portion of 
which he put in bis povket. Consequently 
the reporte I made come like a thundet,alap 
upon Government and- the Heads-of most. 
Deportmenta concerned, and 7 wae generally 
disbelieved except in the case of pigs, for 
which I produced Government licences, 
isaued by the Market Inapeator for kerping 

iga uoder tho bede in the third story of 
Pores (Chinese have sianding beds oosupy- 
ing vearly half one of the cubicles of which 
there way be aix to eight in each room, fo 
each cubicle a family resides), and many of 
these licenses had been runatog over four 
years ond stated that the ownbr had a ft 
and proper place to keep piga in. Luckily 
for the Market Inspector he bad just sailed 
home the previous week on pension, All 
Eneropeans who heurd-me speak of the thiogs 
1 fad exen diabelieved me, ae many had 
been here a great number of yeats and had 
no knowledge of such things, and the City 
as far ao they were acquainted with it looked 
20 clean and smelt no sweet, unless a belated 
wayforer coming home between 3 and 5 a.m, 
met the nightaoil coolies aud their buckets, 
after clearing the houses, going down to the 
boats, but then it was mostly their ows 
fault if they were out at that tlie and they 
all knew about that.

Dr Kitazato could not consent 
to give the designation ‘Post’ simply on 
 thene accounts, but he wag more inclined to 
believe that the Pest that prevailed ia 
Hongkong shoold rather bo oslted lymphatio 
pest than to bo merely termed * tack 
Doath.’ Tho orleis of the disease is in the 
third dey ofter the onset, and if the patient 
eur this be has a fair chance of 
recovery, [We can assure Dr Kitagato 
that he is entirely mistaken in attribatin, 
our article to an Amorican doctor. Shoul 
wo bo rude if we snggested that the learned 
specialist seems a little hasty in jumping 
at conclusions ?—Japan Mail.]
